OF POLITICS, REPORT 


Michigan City, Ind., July 5.— D. C. 
Stephenson’s tale of alleged political 
corruption in Indiana which he 
has 
been promising to 
tell 
for 
several 
months, during his efforts 
to obtain 
freedom from a life sentence in the 
Indiana state prison here, is 
under 
stood to have been unfolded in a con 
ference lasting several hours late to 
day with William H. Remy, Marion 
County prosecutor, and three assis 
tant prosecutors. 
Newspaper men were not permitted 
to be present but William Shaeffer 
deputy prosecutor, on being 
called 
from the conference room, 
asserted 
that “Stephenson was telling it all” 
Prior to the session with the former 
dragon of the Indiana klan, Prosecu­ 
tor Remy declared that if Stephenson 
had anything to tell of political cor­ 
ruption “we will let the world know 
what it is”. 
The conference was still in progress 
early tonight and there were indica­ 
tions that a recess might be taken and 
the meeting resumed tomorrow' morn­ 
ing. 
Stephenson, once a power in In­ 
diana politics, was sentenced to life 
imprisonment for the* murder of Miss 
Madge 
Oberholter 
He 
has 
made 
strenuous efforts recently to 
gain 
his freedom and there have been fre 
suent hints that if given an 
oppor 
tunity he could 
tell 
a 
sensational 
te>ry of |>olitieal deals which 
took 
place two or three years ago. 
A number of high 
state 
official 


were elected during the 
heydey 
of 
Stephenson’s leadership of the Indi­ 
anapolis Ku Klux Klan. 
Stephenson 
was brought before the Marion Coun 
ty grand jury several 
months ago. 
however, and apparently gave little 
information of value. 
He also 
ap­ 
peared in a civil case, but failed to 
tell his story. 
A week ago, a 
party 
or newspaper men were permitted to 
talk to the notorious prisoner. Again 
he failed to give out any information 
already 
known. 
Today 
Prosecutor 
Remy and his assistants 
conferred 
with Stephenson in the warden’s of­ 
fice. 
Stephenson objected to having 
newspaper men present, but Prosecu­ 
tor Rt-my indicated a statement might 
be made public at the conclusion 
of 
the conference.

ship of the land where it is built 
Taken in connection with the danger 
|to be prevented it (the statute requir­ 
ing fires to

down a plain enough rule of conduct 
for anyone who seeks 
to 
obey the

law .

State Board of Agriculture. 
In the past, hog cholera has 
been 
common in Missouri, and loss from 
the disease has been heavy. 
For this 
reason, breeders 
whose 
hogs 
have 
had cholera, or if the disease is in the 
neighborhood, are warned that they 
should either be careful to keep out 
the disease or should have their hogs 
vaccinated. 
When 
hogs 
are 
vaccinated they 
have a mild attack 
of the 
disease, 
which immunizes them against 
the 
disease for life. 
The amount of ser 
uni needed for vaccination and 
the 
cost of it depends on the size of 
the 
hogs. 
It is often difficult to keep the dis­ 
ease from entering a herd of hogs, in­ 
asmuch as 
it may 
be 
carried by 
streams which flow' through lots 
in 
which diseased hogs have 
been, 
by 
breeding crates or litter, by hogs that 
feed on the carcasses of dead 
hogs, 
or even from o n e ’s shoes. 
The germs 
are present in all parts of the bodies 
and discharges of diseased hog<; for 
this reason carcasses should be* burn­ 
ed or buried so deeply that there will 
be no danger of their being unearth­ 
ed. 
Don’t put off vaccinating your herd 
until the cholera has attacked them. 
Such a practice is costly and is nev­ 
er entirely successful. 


Eat M»re Eggs 
It is very common to hear 
people, 
m discussing the value of eggs as 
a 
food, contend that eggs of a certain 
olor shell are better than those with 
shells of another color. 
Experiments made by 
the 
United 
States Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
and various experiment stations, have 
disclosed the fact that the color of the 
shell does not have any influence on 
the quality of the eggs, and justifies 
the statement that eggs of any given 
breed of hens, regardless of the color 
»f the shell, are as nutritious as those 
of another breed, provided the eggs 
are of the same size and freshness and 
the fowls are equally well fed. 
The quality of the egg depends to 
a very great extent on the character 
uf food eaten by the laying hens. 
Where hens consume a large quan- 
ity of highly nitrogenous ration, the 
ggs are usually inferior to the qual­ 
ity to those from Kens fed a carbon­ 
aceous ration. 
Such eggs have a di,s- 
»greeable flavor and odor, and 
the 
keeping quality is poor; especially is 
his true wh< re the laying hens 
are 
allowed to eat abundantly of cabbage, 
mustard, 
onion, 
Sheppard’s 
purse, 
field penny cress and 
other 
similar 
vegetables. 
Hggs are usually classed as one of 
the perfect foods, inasmuch as they 
Approach milk in containing all 
the 
lements of a complete food for 
the 
young and growing individual. 
Eggs are also classed as one of the 
irotective foods, for they are rich in 
phosphorus, iron, calcium and 
vita- 
nins A, B and D. 
Aside from 
the 
eafy 
foods, 
eggs, 
especially the 
yolks are next to cod liver oil in con- 
ent of vitamin A and 
D, and 
they 
intain much of B. whereas cod liv­ 
er oil lacks it. 
“ \ itamin A" promotes growth, “ B” 
nds digestion and keeps the body in 
good tone, and “ D” prevents rickets in 
growing children. 
Egg yolks contain 
more vitamins than the whites and 
for this reason, the yolks are more 
valuable than 
the 
whites, or 
the 
volks and whites together. 
The consumption of eggs through­ 
out the United States, and especially 
in Missouri, is comparatively small. 
An effort should be made by every­ 
one interested in the development of 
he poultry business to bring about a 
greater consumption of eggs. 
It has 
K*t-n said: 
‘When the 
farm er con­ 
sumes the products he grows on 
his 
farm, he not only realizes the 
pro­ 
ducers profit, but all the profits that 
Accrue between production 
and con­ 
sumption. 
Oftentimes a considerable 
saving 
oulil be effected by consuming more 
ggs and less 
meat 
product, more 
milk 
ami 
less 
groceries; in other 
words, more home grow n food and 
less manufactured products.

He ordered the 
unarmed 
cavalrymen, about 2000 in numl>er to 
seek shelter in an adjoining timber. 
Not knowing, of course, that the cav­ 
alry was entirely unarmed Sigel re­ 
treated hastily toward Springfield, for 
he assumed that the cavalry was sent 
to attack him in tht* rear. 
The battle of Carthage produced a 
great sensation over the country. The 
Confederates rejoiced that they had 
cut through the Union line and forced 
it to retreat. 
The Unionists, on the

praise for his skillful retreat.

Is lt the soli, the average temperature, 
rainfali, length of growing season, or 
a combination of all these factors? 
Time to Mature Fruit. 
From data gathered during the last 
four years, J. R. Magness, physiologist 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, concludes that every ap­ 
ple variety requires a definite number 
of days to mature Its fruit after the 
blossoming season. 
8om<* varieties re­ 
quire 165 to 175 days, others 150 to 
155, and still others ripen in less 
than 140 days from blossoming time. 
Apparently this time interval for ma­ 
turity holds good for the different va­ 
rieties regardless of other factors such 
as soli and climate, although these 
latter factors do have n bearing on 
quality. 
Length of Season. 
A careful analysis of the commercial 
adaptation of apple varieties In differ­ 
ent sections of the United States In­ 
dicates that this length of season re­

100 days or more, such as Wluesap, 
Arkansas, Stayman WTnesap, or Yel­ 
low Newton, are strictly limited to 
the South, the middle latitudes, and 
file Pacific coast sections wrhere nor­ 
mal blossoming time is about May 1, 
or earlier, and first frosts occur about 
100 days later. 
Varieties r«*qulrlng 
140 to 150 days to ripen, such as Jon 
athan, Delicious, or Baldwin, may be 
grown in the apple districts of the 
North where they are used a.*» winter 
or storage apples. 
When grown In the 
South these short-seasou varieties are 
fall apples, and If held successfully 
must be placed at on<-e In cold storage.

Field Peas Valuable to 
Use in Rotation Scheme 
M ashlngtou station not long ago 
put out s bulletin on field peas, re­ 
porting test* with the crop In rota­ 
tions, and for hogging off in W ash­ 
ington. 
Here are the high points: 
The yield of wheat following peas 
is less than wheat following good 
summer fallow, bur greater than when 
It is preceded by corn or sunflowers. 
A larger total yield of grMn has 
been secured during equal periods of 
time in the rotations In which field 
peas have been used Instead of sum­ 
mer fallow. 
The average yield of field peas fol­ 
lowing wheat In four different rota­ 
tions iu which this crop succession 
occurs is 22.7 bushels, while the av- 
erage yield of spriug wheat following 
wheat in four rotations In which this 
crop succession occurs Is 21.9 bushel*. 
The varieties, Bangalla, Canada and 
Alaska, seed of which Is usually read­ 
ily obtained, were among the high 
yielders. 
Pigs fed limited rations on sweet 
clover or alfalfa pasture made more 
rapid daily gains later while hogging 
off peas. 
In two of the three years’ 
experiments, the pig« fed limited ra­ 
tions were marketed with those fed 
full rations at the same weight, age 
and condition. 
The feed cost of the

The pigs mad»- average daily gaius of 
from .94 to 1.25 pounds each w’hile 
hogging off peas.

To succeed with small fruit It should 
be planted on ground that Is well 
drained, rich In hiunus and fine deep 
tilth and high fertility. This will give 
the roots of these plants an oppor­ 
tunity to grow freely and obtain fer­ 
tility and moisture for the production 
of the crop.

For all young fruit plants the most 
Important cultural practice Is, in gen 
oral, timely and thorough cultivation 
Young fruit trees, and in fact all fruit 
plants, should he cultivated from early 
spring until August.

straw berries the cultivation should b* 
continued until frost occurs. 
When 
the soil Is not fertile enough for tin 
plants 
to make a 
vigorous strong 
growth, fertilization should be prac 
tlced. For all plants barnyard mnnun 
Is the best fertilizer to use. 


In general, the more power a man 
u>es or directs at a profit, the greater 
will be his income, A. L. Young of 
the farm mechanics department, col­ 
ie of agriculture University of Illi­ 
nois, poiuts out in showing the value 
of lurge teams In farm work.

It drains 
an area in excess of 500,000 square 
miles, including the largest body of 
fresh water In the world. 
The estl- 
mate«l volume of Its flow at Its mouth 
Is said to be excede«! only by that 
of the Amazon in South America. 
The 8t. Lawrence Is a river un­ 
usual. Instead of starting as a stream ­ 
let, gathering w ater from tributaries 
as It rolls along, Its w ater Is collected 
' and stored for I t 
The w ater settles 
In storage, hence Is clear and pure and 
as the level of the settling basin 
changes very little, this river Is not 
subject to floods. 
At the outlet of Lake Ontario It 
takes up the Job of carrying the over­ 
flow of the flve great lakes to the sea. 
Starting off In a northeastwardly di­ 
rection, it accommodatingly acts as 
dividing line between Canada and 
the United States for some eighty 
odd miles. 
Serenely and peacefully it 
flows 
through a wllderm*ss of beautifully- 
wooded Isles known as the Thousand 
Islands, then gallops along through a 
series of rapids to Montreal. 
As far 
as Quebec It flows uiulnly through low 
lands and past a cultivated area of 
rare neatness. 
East of Quebec the 
north bank is lined with bold and 
rugged 
forest-clad 
cliffs, 
the 
river 
gradually broadens and deepens to Its 
gulf, 
where 
Its 
width 
approaches 
ninety miles and its depth is estimated 
to be about 1,200 fee t
